The  Science  depanment  at  Blufford 
offers  majors  in  Biology,  Chemistry, 
Molecular  Biology ,  md  Physics.  Also 
added  this  year  was  a  program  in  Medical 
Technology,  which  involves  three  years  at 
Bluffion  taking  certain  courses  and  then  a 
fourth  year  at  a  hospital  school  of  Medical 
Technology.
